Will Provide Wages 


OTTAWA. —Emergency estimates 


With a view to affecting economy|the Eastern Irrigation district man-|Teplacing the blank cheque legisla- 


ticn of the Bennett government will 
be brought down in the Commons 
shortly by the Minister of Finance, 
providing money by which the new 
National Employment Commission 
will be able to do some practical 
work in the matter of ending unem- 
ployment, and absorbing some of the 
men from the labor camps, and else- 
were. 

There will be the ugual supple- 
mentary estimates later in the ses- 
sion, but the emergency estimates 
ate something new in parliamentary 
practice. They replace Mr. Ben- 
nett’s blank cheque legislation, re- 
storing to parliament the actual 
control of the money to be spent. 

The works to be carried out un- 
dcr. the emergency estimates will 
largely depend on the recommenda- 
tlons of the National Employment 
Commission, and will be of such na- 
ture as to give the most work to the 
greatest number of workers.

Propose to Amend — 
Mun. Hospital Act. 


Significant amendments to the 
provincial Municipals Hospitals Act 
of 1929 regarding taxation for hos 
ptal purposes in municipal districts, 
are provided in a bill introduced 
into the legislature by Hon. Dr. W. 
W. Cross, minister of health. | 1 

The amending bill provides that 
any corporation which is a ratepayer 
is empowered to nominate one per- 
son who is an officer or employee of 
the corporation as a ratepayer in 
the district for the purposes of the 
Act and it further empowers the 
board to fix by resolution the 
amount of hospital tax normally re- 
quired by individual ratepayers. ‘ 

Another amendment provides that 
where the amount fixed constitutes 
an aliquot part of a ratepayers’ 
hospital taxes, the ratepayer may, 
in respect of each aliquot part, aft- 
er the first, nominate one employe 
who is an employe or tenant of the 
district as a ratepayer. i 

Still another change makes pro- 
vision for including in a proposed 
hospital district, municipal areas in- 
cluded in an established hospita' 
district, while changes to another 
section provide for disestablishment 
of a hospital district. 

Special provision also is made as 
‘to amount of tax: payable in case a 
minimum tax is fixed by the scheme 
in cases where the taxes payable in 
respect of a ratepayer’s property 
are either less or more than the 
minimum tax. It also provides that 
@ nonresident ratepayer may re- 
quest the secretary - treasurer to 
assess him with the minimum tax 
in respect of any property he has in 
any hospital district and upon being. 
60 assessed, shall be entitled to hos- 
pital facilities as a resident rate- 
payer. :

PARDON . . . . . ° for Roger 
In my home state of Massachu- 
‘setts, Justice may sometimes move 


slowly, but wrongs are’ usually 
righted in the course of time. For 
instance, the Great and General 
Court of the Comonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts has just pardoned Roger 
Williams after 300 years! 

Williams’ offense was that he held 
and taught in his church school at 
Salem such subversive doctrines as 
that the civil power could not con- 
trol a man’s conscience, and that the 
Indians be paid for lands. 

For such teachings he was senten- 
ced to banishment from the colony. 
He escaped. deportation to the 
West Indies by fleeing with some 
friends, in 1636, across the border 
to. a pleasant spot at the head of 
Narragansett Bay, where he bought 
some land. 

That was the beginning of the 
state now named “Rhode Island and 
Providence Plantations,” which is 
celebrating its 300th anniversary 
this year. And when the tricentenary 
committee discovered that Roger 
Wiiliams was still under sentence of 
bazishment, an appeal was made to 
the Massachusetts authorities, who 
formally recorded that Williams was 
at Jast pardoned for his crimes.

China, wheré she was ‘stationed 
when war was declared in August, 
1914, the Emden blocked the trans- 
portation of. Anzac troops to France, 
shelled British oil reserves at Mad- 
tas, and sank some $15,000,000 
worth of shipping, after first re- 
moving non-combatant crews. In one 
typical raid she crept at dawn into 
the harbor of Penang and blew up @ 
Russian cruiser with a sudden hail 
jof shelis that gave the doomed crew ; 
not even a chance to fight. But on’ 
November 9, 1914, she was surprised 
in turn. While putting a landing 
party ashore=to destroy a British 
cable station on Direction. Island, 
Captain von Muller of the Emden 
sighted a hostile cruiser approach- 
ing. One of the Emden’s officers here 
describes what followed.

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CANADA'S DOUGLAS FIR 
ATTAINS GREAT AGE 
AND IMMENSE SIZE 


VANCOUVER.—The Douglas fir 
is an important item “in Canada’s 
timber trade‘ and last year ‘export 
of planks and boards, logs and 
square timbers of this wodd amount- 
ed to nearly 780 million feet or more 
then one billion feet board measure, 
euit, most of it, in British Columbia. 

/ The Douglas fir attains the larg- 
est size of any, tree in Canada, and 
on the North American continent is 
second only to the California red- 
wood, It has reached-a height of 
380. feet, and trees fifteen feet in 
diameter are found. Specimens seven 
centuries old are on record, but 400 
years is a fine old age for these firs. 

Through most of British Columbia 
and in Western and Northern Al- 
berta the Douglas fir is found. Its 
wood is claimed to be harder and 
stronger than that of any other 
Canadian evergreen tree, and it pro- 
duces the largest structural timbers 
of the Canadian forests. It is used 
extensively in bridge-building, mine- 
timbering, wharf construction and 
heavy framework of all kinds. 


OANADA GOT BIG BARGAIN

TORONTO.—In the Royal Ontario 
Museum at Torontp is a_ collection 
of Chinese art cbjects valued by 
coilectors at £2,000,000.
